FAILURE TO REN EW LICENSES. 


If County Commissioners Fail To 


Grant Licenses on May 6, Dry 


Period Will Be Longer. 


Although Seym our has fifteen sa­ 
loons not o n e o f thorn will have the 
legal right to -«*11 intoxicating liquors 
on Saturday. M ay 4th. and upon that 
date, at least, and probably for s e v ­ 
eral day- longer Seym our w ill la* a 
“ dry** town. 
This unusual and ex­ 
traordinary state o f affairs is due to 
the failure of the saloonists to secure 
the renewal of their l i c e n s e s at the

court, and because their present li­ 


c e n s e s 
w ill exp iiv before 
Monday. 
M a y lith. the day upon which the com­ 
missioners will meet in regular s e s ­ 


sion. 
O f the fifteen liquor licenses issued 
in Seym our last y e a r thirteen of them 
were granted M ay 2 and the -alonus 
were opened fo r business on that day. 
ConsequentIv the licenses which such 


s a l o o n i s t s now hold 
will 
expire at 


midnight M ay I. 19 12. 
Two of the 
saloonists, however, Sam Rittenhouse 
and .la m e s Phillips, seemed licenses 
which were dated M ay 4. 1911 and 
these will not expire until midnight, 
M ay 3, 1912 and for two day- the 
saloons owned hy them will have an 
open field. 
None o f the present li­ 
censes. however, w ill he in force on 
M ay 4 and therefore sales 
will he illegal on that day and until 
the l i c e n s e s are r e n e w e d . 
The saloonists have made ap p lica­ 
tion for licenses by publication for the 
M ay term, and the commissioners will 


likely take the m atter up immediate­ 
ly after court convenes, but should it 
be delayed the saloons will remain 
(dosed until tin* required li<'eii-e- are 
granted. 
The law provides that sa ­ 
loon licenses cannot In* granted at a 
special session o f the commissioners’ 
court and fo r this reason nothing can 
he done before the first regular meet­ 
ing which will be held in M ay. 
Fred Christopher, of Dudleytown, 


a l s o , overlooked the fact that there 
would be several 
days 
interval be­ 
tween the time of the expiration of 
the licenses and the first opportunity 
to get them renewed, and will be w ith­ 
out a legal grant to se ll liquor in his 


community. 
The fact liuit p ra c tica lly all of the 
licenses expire at the -ante moment is 
because the.v 
were 
granted 
at the 
earliest opportunity a fte r the county 


autom atically became wet a fte r the 
expiration o f the local option period. 
Forinerlv only a few ot the licenses 
expired at tin* same time, and such a 
situation of tlii- would not have o c­ 
curred. 
The saloonists, however, will 
probably profit by tlii- year’s exper­ 
ience and have their permits renewed 


in plenty of time next year.

Registration Law. 


The registration law is attracting 
considerable attention this veai ami 
is published 
below in a 
condensed 


form. 
A voter is a male citizen who wiil be 
21 years of age or over on day of 
election who is native born or n a tu r­ 
alized, and has legal residence in his 
precinct, comity and state, 
j he elec­ 
tion litis year occurs on 
lb n -d a y ,, 
Nov. 5th, so a person born on Nov. 
6th 21 y ears previous i- a legal voter. 
No man can vote without having 
previously registered. 
A voter must be present in person 
to register. 
A voter registers but once in pre­ 
cinct where he votes. 
If a voter should change voting 
places, state, county, 
township 
or 
precinct he m ust register in one to 
which he 
moves and it 
previously J 
registered, bring a certificate oi such 
previous registry from County Audi­ 
to r under signature and sea!. 
The Registration board will hold 
three sessions each year (in which 
elections occur) in each precinct in 
May, September and October. 
1 he 
first registration this year will be on 
Thursday. May 9th, and may last fo r 
three days if found necessary to a c ­ 
commodate the voters. 
The other 
two will be on Friday, September 6th, 
and Monday, October <th, for only 
one day each. 
The hours for regis­ 
tering are 5 o’clock a. m. to 6 o’clock 
p. m. on registration days. 
Registration blanks will be left at 
different places in each precinct that 
they may be obtained previous t<> day 
of registrations. 
A supply will also 
be on hands at the place of registra­ 
tion on days for registering. 
A person who cannot write in E ng­ 
lish can sign in their own language, 
but m ust have signature of some one 
in English as attesting witness.
